How the Hadleigh Pedagogue Teaches 
Lessons. 



Tbe children are happy. The excellent 
discipline* maintained by the Headmaster 
ia of that helpful character which is tlia 
result of mutual underxtsn ling and 
esteem. The master loves his children: 
the children respect the teacher. The 
dread of tlio cane has no part in the 
maintenance of order, and the pimish- 
inent book is a dreary blank. The re- 
ligious atmosphere of the place is strong. 
On a recent occasion the County Inspec- 
tor was visiting the place when a terribio 
storm broke over the village. The place 
was plunged in darkness in the middle of 
the- afternoon, tho windows were blown 
open ' by the force of the wind and the 
rain, lightning played about the build- 
ing, and there was every excuso for a 
crowd of little children to show aigus 
of terror nud panic. 

In a few words Major Collins spoke of 
the good Hand of God over Hie little 
ones, told of the Father 's caro for tho 
sparrows, and His low for children, and 
Bliowed how no harm could come to them 
.vilhuut His knowing of it. The rising 
fears of iho children were stilled, and 
lessons went on ns though nothing had 
happened. 

The Inspector went away greatly im- 
pressed, ur.d has not yet ceased to talk 
in other schools of wbut mis to him u 
wonderful object lesson in the discipline 
of lore and the power of religion. 

The school was opened on January 1, 
1903, with room for" nintity-niuu scholars.

NATURE'S MUSICAL BOX. 

Water as a Music Maker. 



Water was the first clement of the orgail 
in times past. The Greeks had a wuter- 
cloek, in which the dripping of water told 
the Mmo. A clever clock-maker improved 
it by constructing a flute, through which 
the air was driven by wheels turned by the 
dripping water. This flute 30unded the 
hours. A musician thereupon experi- 
mented with a box of flutes,, driven by 
.dropping witter, and gradually slides, 
keys, strings, and all the rest of the 
organ evolved, but for a thousand years 
uil organs had wator in them as a mat- 
ter of course. 

Tho North American Indians made 
thnir drums, too, with water in them. 
The hide of tho bnff.iln was sewn up so 
as to mako an enormous bag, and this 
was partly filled with water. Beating 
with immense drumsticks caused tho 
WHter to splash and slug most pleasingly 
to tlia savage ear. 

Not only water as water, but water as 
ice nud steam, produces musical notes. 
Anyone who has heard a steam radiator 
execute a solo will agree to that, not to 
speak of (lio time-honored tune of the 
boiling kettle. Aud as for ice, one care- 
• fill experimenter acscrtn that all skaters 
and sliders ran know ihey are safe on 
the glassy sheet if it sings basa, but the 
moment it sings above C natural it is 
dangerous. This is because the thinner 
the ico the quicker its vibration, and the 
higher, consequently, its musical note. 
Bandsmen and songsters — if Salvation- 
ists ran find time tc skate and slide — 
will know that bastio prafun&o ice is 
safe, but a tenor solo io a note of warn- 
ing.

News of fresh nets of terrorism nnd 
robbery continues to come from 
Russia, and the disregard of human 
life wiiich is daily shewn, lias blunted 
"the capacity of the peoplo to appre- 
ciate the full horror of these things. 
An instance oi one of the most dus- 
tnrdly forms of outrage occurred re- 
cently on the Baltic Railway. A gang 
of about thirty men held up a train, 
which- they boarded, and tried to re- 
move the strong box containing the 
pay of the employees. A deadlv fire 
was poured into the carriages, killing 
r-ns passenger and wounding two 
others. The me:: guarding inn strong 
box offered a stout resistance, and 
killed the leader of the gang, but lost 
three killed. Fearing the arrival of 
reinforcements, the robbers escaped 
to the adjoining forest without the 

office was raided by ten armed men. 
They threw two bombs and opened 
tire with revolvers. Killing oiiu of the 
watchmen and wounding the official 
in charge, mowing open the safe, 
they succeeded in taking 00,000 rou- 
bles (530,000) and then decamped. 
These acts reveal the disorderly state 
of the whole country.

Attention was also called 
to the inot that ihe result .-■£■ raisin? or 
reducing the price of cotton through 
illegitimate speculation, by even one 
cent per pound, wos a difference of 
ninety million dollars. It was time 
some determined effort was made to 
diminish this serious and unneces- 
sary burden.

A recently published Parliamentary 
paper affords a graphic picture oi the 
conditions of life, in what may 
perhaps be described as the most iso- 
lated and euriously constituted com- 
munity ul the Britisli Empire— name- 
ly, Tristan da Cunha, an Island far 
out ill the Atlantic. 

The Islanders, who are eighty-one 
in number, feared a scarcity of pro- 
visions in I00B, and asked that meas- 
ures might be taken for their relief. 
A steamer was despatched from Cape 
Town, containing stores of the kind 
most needed, and offers were made 
for their complete removal from the 
island to Cape Colony. Free passages 
and land allotments on arrival were 
promised, but the people refused to 
leave the storm-girt and isolated 
rocks, whieh are all they have ever 



known of the world. The people are) 
described as truthful and honest, 
brove and generous, well-mannered 
and industrious, but ihey are entirely 
without educational advantages, and 
there has been no teaching among 
them for ei^nt-vmi «*«i'b. They u'm 
evidently determined to make the heflt 
of things however, and think that if 
regular communication could be es- 
tablished with the mainland, a valu- 

carricd on. Much sympathy will- 
doubtless be felt for this little com- 
munity, who cling so tenaciously to 
their Island home. 



Exploration in Tibet. 

News has been received at Simla, 
oi the fu.ther (ravels of Dr. Sven 
Hedin in Thibet. He was refu-:eor 
permission to entet that country from . 
India, and he, therefore, entered from 
the North-West. The results jf his " 
present, journey include 203 sheets of 
maps, 410 specimens of rock, rCO pan- 
oramas, a meteorological journal en- 
tered three times daily, detailed 
measurements of the volume of water 
at every river crossed, a collection of 
plants, and a great number of 
sketches. The contributions made to 
the physical geugraphy and hydro- 
graphy of Thibet include the measure- 
ment of one large lake, the inei;;ure- 
ment of the heights of many peaks 
and passes (mo ine correction of ex- 
isting maps in a, number of import- 
ant particulars. Dr. Hedin was in 
sight of Dangra-yuni-tso, or the Holy ■ 
Lake, when he was stopped by fifty . 
mounted men, who ordered him back. 
He therefore altered his route and- 
travelled to the Sonth-West. He found 
that the map of the regions he trav- 
ersed was nothing like the reality. He 
says that he has been met all over 
ihe country with the greatest hospit- 
ality and kindness, alike from Thibetan, 
officials and nomads, and attributes 
Uiis to the excallcnt understandTiig" 
and relations which were established' 
by Sir Franeis Youngliueband ?-t» ■ 
Lhasa, in 1904. By an undesigned 
coincidence, this report was received 
just a few days before the publica- 
tion of the Anglo-llussian Convention, . 
willi its annexure, agreeing that fop 
the next three years, at least, Thibet 
should remain closed to scienti&o ex- 
peditions,

A committee was recently appointed! 
by the British Board of Trade, to en- 
quire into the use of International 
Exhibitions. Their report states that 
exhibitions are of little use, as a 
rule, to the great staple industries of 
the country. On the other hand, they, 
admit that certain trades derive direct) 
benelit from exhibiting, such as the 
furniture, ,ehina ,earthern-ware, glass, 
goldsmiths' and jcwcllcrn' tr.idcs. . 
Although, however, the evidence goes 
to show that firms do not, as a rule, 
gain much in the way of increased 
orders, from taking part in exhi- 
bitions, yet they reap indirect ad- 
viiiitagcs Lroin tiiciri. Experience iias 
shown ilial even in the case of 'inns 
with an established reputation and 
world wide connections, attempts to 
discontinue advertising have usually, 
been followed by a diminution in the. 
sales effected, and as exhibitions af- 
ford a means of national advertise- 
ment, it is advisable that manufactur- 
ers shordd continue to participate in 
them. Another aspect of exhibilions, 
to which attention is drawn, is the 
effeet which they have in eneouraffins 
national emulation, and in stimulat- 
ing individual exhibitors to improve 
their productions,

"He then turned tile key of the 
front door, opening it, and declining 
the Citadel dedicated to the uses of 
The Army. 

"At seven o'clock a torch, light pro 
cession was formed, and more thin 
one hundred Soldiers from the several 
Corps in ihc city, with their Officer?, 
participated. Headed by the Band, 
they marched to the head ot Kiir* St., 
and afterwards to Charlotte nud 
Union, . where successful open-air 
meetings*" were held. 

"Immediately on 1ho return to the 
Citadel at eight o'clock, the meeting 

form was occupied, and the nuditor- 
ium was comfortably filled. When 
Colonel Sowton entered with Major 
Phillips .he was given a most enthusi- 
astic welcome. 

"After brief opening exercises, 
Maior Phillips rose to introduce the 
speaker of the evening. 

"Colonel Sowton, who is a wonder- 
fully effective speaker, referred to the 
progress made in the Work, since The 
Salvation Army was established in 
this oiiy twenty-three years ago. tie 
warned his hearers, however, thnt 
they must not now sit down and 
simply thank God for post favours, 
but keep en striving after greater 
things, 
Sunday Services. 

There were four meetings held in 
the Ciladel on Sunday, and nil were 
well attended. Special appeals were 
made for contributions to the build- 
ing fund, as a. result of which, the 
indebtedness was reduced 5000.00. 
At 7 o'clock n meeting was conducted 
by Ensign Cornish. At II o'clock 
Colonel Sowton was the principal 
speaker, taking for his subjects, Love 
and Reconciliation. In the afternoon 
the auditorium was filled, when Col- 
onel Sowton aCftin took charge. Other 
speakers were Staff-Captain Miller, 
Mrs. Major Phillips and Adjt. Free- 
man, f.ietit. Nock and Scrgt, King 
snng a dnet. 

"At 7.30 the auditorium was taxed 



to Us fullest capacity, and many had 
to be turned from the doors. The 
speakers were Staff-Captain Miller. 
Mrs. Brigadier Turner and Colonel 
Sowton. Solos were sung by Captain 
Poller, of Woodstock, and Lieutenant 
King. Tile last named Officer lias jnst 
farcwolled from the Evangeline Home 
and will leave to-day for Halifax, to 
attend the Council of Ol'ieers of ihe 
Maritime Provinces, from which city 
she will go to Newfoundland, as a 
teacher in a School recently estab- 
lished by The Army." 

The New Citadel. 

The new Citadel is situated on the 
spot where stood the old Charlotle St. 
Barracks, next to Queen Square Meth- 
odist Church. H is built of brick, 
with trimmings of red sanci-sione, and 
is two stories in height. In the upper 
is the auditorium, in the lower, the 
class rooms, etc. 

Five hundred people can be com- 
foi'talily seated in tile ntiuiioriuiii, lliu 
platform alone containing eighty-five 
seats. It is well lighted by electro- 
liers nt night, and many windows nd- 
mit the light by day. The wood-work 
inside is finished in oak gro'ning mid 
the ceiling is stamped steel tinted 
white and pen green, while the walls 
arc painted a delicate shade of green. 

The Hall has four entrances, one at 
each corner. Two are from the main 
door in the front of the building, with 
one at the rear, which opens upon an 
alleyway. 

The lower story of the Citadel is 
divided intt various ai/.^d rdums. At 
the front there is a small office in the 
left hand corner, while the J. S. Hail 
takes up almost the entire width of 
the building This- reem will accom- 
modate two hundred and twenty-five 
persons. To the rear of the J. S. Hall 
is v. furnace room and a cla^s room 
for infants: there is also a large Band 
room, » store room and two toilet 
rooms on the same floor. 

The building is lighted by elec- 
tricity .throughout, and is furnished 
with th e latest sanitary devices. All 
the flooring, is of hardwood, except the 
furnace room, which is of concrete. 

Altogether, tli-j Citadel is one of the 
most complete buildings of its kind 
ill the city, and reflects great credit 
upon our own architect, Staff-Captain 
Miller, who keeps his thinking enp on 
the right side of his head, and knows 
how to design a building to suit the 
requirements oi the place. Adjutant 



credit for the good workmanship and 
for the energetic wny in which he has 
pushed the work along. 

Just five months have elapsed be- 
tween the leaving of the old building 
and the entering of the new Citadel. 
It has been the united action of our 
Officers, Soldiers and friends in St. 
John that has made thi: 
scheme a success, 

Lieut.-Colonel Sharp had the hon- 
our of making the first move. The P. 
O., Brigadier Turner, who is noted for 
his all-alive spirit in putting building 
schemes through, with his Chancellor, 
Major Phillips, have never faltered, 
but have pushed everybody up to 
duty, and have had the joy of seeing 
the work completed. 

Captain Willar, tha financial man, 



has dono a lot of plodding, hard woik 
in connection with this scheme, and 
has had (he pleasure of tucuifing 
many 'donations from The Army's 
friends. 

Ensign and Mrs. Cornish, the Corps 
Officers, have done their part we'l in 
keeping the Corps together during the 
erection of the building, and not only 
so, but have added a good nniulier of 
converts to the roll, mid wo predict- 
for the Ensign., who is noted for his 
dash and go, a great hnrvest of souls 
during the Winter months.

Broken Supposedly by Collision

spot in the Northern 
heavens. It rapidly increased in 
brightness, and in about a month was 
plainly visible to the naked eye. A 
few months Inter it was as dazzling 
,es a star oi the second magnitude 
and was easily recognised as a comet. 
Iri the early hours of ihe morning, 
from two o'clock until dawn, it v.ss 
a conspicuously beautiful object, par- 
ticularly during the first week in 
September. 

According to the calculations of the 
scientists, its head had a diameter of 
233,01X1 miles, which means that it was 
nearly thirty times larger than the 
earth. It had a tail which was at 
Issst twenty million miles in length 
and travelled at the rate of sixty 
miles a seeond. On September 4th 
the CGinet whirled around the sun 
and a fortnight later it retreateti so 
far from the earih that it could be 
seen only with difficulty. By the end 
of September, the tplpwnnp alone 
could detect it, and ihus it muue lis

A eocuct is first seen as a hazy 

'" patch of light, frequently without any 
appendage. As it speeds toward the

; which trails behind like the smoke o! 

: a steamer. When the cornet whirls 
around t":;e suk, something very amai- 
jng happens.

The ouestion may "arise, how can 
such'a vast body sweep through the

An interval cf a few hours may "work 
wonders in the appearance of a comet 
What Are Comets? 

From all known facts, astronomers 
have concluded that- the head of n 
comet is merely a mass oi s meteors, 
easily dispersed ioto small groups, 
and distributed gradually along the 
path of travel until the whole is ex- 
tinguished. 

it iVos observed ilia I ft ciinet which 
appealed in 1826 split into two pnrts 
anj reappeared as a carious double 
ccmet twenty years later. When it 
cuino baufe again in 1852, the two 
parts had drifted away from each 
other, and were separated by about a 
million miles. Since then, the comet 
has disappeared. Every six-and-a- 
half years the earth crosses the path 
of tins lost comet, and meteoric 
showers then rain upon us. Another 
great- comet of 1982, literally !oH its 
head by breaking into four portions, 
each of which will some day form 
a ocnarate comet. 

r.iony, is presented by the chemical 
composition oi-inetec-ritcs, which have 
found their way to the earth — a com 
position which agrees exactly with 
thai of a comet. 
What the Spectroscope Reveals. 

By means of an instrument called 
the spectroscope, which enable:; a 
chemist to identify any element by its 
light when heated to incandescence, 
comets have been magically trans- 
ported to our laboratories and ana- 
lyzed with nearly as much aecuracy 
as if they were stones picked up in 
the road. This scientific sorcery has 
taught ns that the composition of a

comet is not unlike that of the blue 
flame of our gos stoves. In a word, a 
comet consists chiefly of hydrogen 
and carbon combined — what chemists 
term hvdrocarbons. As the comet 
dashes toward the sun, and its tem- 
perature consequently rises, the spec- 
troscope reveals the presence of iron, 
magnesium, and other metals in the 
nucleus. With a closer approach to 
the sun, the hydrocarbons split up 
into hydrogen gas and hydrocaibons i. 
of a higher boiling point. Finally, £ 
time comes when these more refrac- 
tory hydrocarbons in turn decom-pose 
into free carbon in the form of soot. 
Because the interstellar spaces are 
airless the soot cannot bum/but must 
accompany the c-ujuel in the form of a 
very fine dust. Tikis, -dust, propelled 
away from the sun .by radiation pres- 
sure, constitutes tlie ' tail of many a 
comet. . .x'-" 
How large^are the meteorites which

constitute a comet? From all that 
we ean judge, their size may vary 
from a grain tu several tons. The 
shoal of meteorites or "shooting 
stars" through which the earth 
ploughs in Autumn, are certainly but 
incie grains oi matter, heated to 
hiiglilness by ihe friction of the 
earth's atmosphere. Of such grains 
a comet is chiefly composed.
